In case you don't remember, the text of the First Amendment reads as follows: 


“Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or prohibiting 
the free exercise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or of the press; or the 
right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government for a 
redress of grievances.” 


There's a lot packed into a few words there, but let me tell you what it does not say: 
Freedom of speech does not mean freedom from private repercussions or 
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consequences. 
For example, private businesses can ask you to leave if they don't like your speech. 


Conversely, your customers can choose not to buy your products if they don't like 
your speech. 


What it does say is that the government can't make any laws to stop your speech. 
This is an important distinction which I think gets lost in our current debates over 


the idea of free speech. 


I am grateful to live in a country with this protection enshrined in its founding 
document because in so many other places around the world this is not the case. 


I never take this for granted and neither should you. 


Anyway, I hope you have a great holiday weekend. I'll be back next week with you 
to exercise my freedom of speech once again.
